dent Eisenhower’s

The British position was out­ 
lined by Foreign Secretary Selwy n 
Lloy d before the emergency ses­ 
sion of the 8 1-nation General As­ 
sembly which was opened Wednes­ 
day by Eisenhower. 
While 
throwing 
Britain’s 
full 
support, behind the President’s six- 
point plan for bringing political 
and economic stability to the Mid­ 
dle East, Lloy d ex pressed sharp 
disappointment 
over 
the 
tone 
adopted by Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromy ko in the 
opening Soviet speech. 
Informed quarters said Britain 
and the United States were in 
close consultation on a resolution, 
dealing with part of the Eisenhow­ 
er program. This was understood 
to cover some political aspects. 
Including the establishing of con­ 
ditions which would make pos­ 
sible the withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Lebanon and British troops 
from Jordan. 
Of Eisenhower’s p r op os a l s , 
which includes a U.N. police force 
to keep the peace in the Arab 
world, the economic aid program 
won widest initial support. Arab 
diplomats indicated privately they 
were impressed with it, although 
only Jordan —- already heavily 
dependent on U.S. aid — gave it 
^ e n endorsement. 
^ Jordanian Delegate Monem Ri- 
fai told the Assembly Eisenhow­ 
er’s proposals “fill our hearts with 
hope and satisfaction.” 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromy ko, who followed Eisenhow­ 
er to the Assembly rostrum, said 
the economic aid program re­ 
quired careful consideration. He 
Insisted, however, that first U.S. 
troops miM get out 
Lebanon 
and Britisn forces must leave Jor­ 
dan. 
Gromy ko on Tuesday submitted 
a resolution asking the withdraw­ 
als with U.N. observers to check 
up on them. The fourth and last 
speaker at Wednesday ’s session.

WASHINGTON (AP)-BiUs caU- 
ing for wide-ranging special tax 
benefits neared the final hurdle 
in Congress today . 
Senate-House conferees Wednes­ 
day night adjusted differences on 
a trio of measures to afford tax 
relief to small business, movie 
theaters, 
community 
swimming 
pools 
and skating 
rinks, 
stock 
brokers, parochial schools, whisky 
distillers, 
gold mines, 
investors 
and a my riad (rf other tax pay ers. 
At the same time, the legisla­ 
tion would close loc^holes in the 
law which deny retired couples 
larger credits on their retirement 
income, or allow U. S. citizens to 
escape federal estate tax es by 
taking up residence in Puerto 
Rico. 
Also, policemen and other peace 
officers would be denied the right 
to deduct daily subsistence allow­ 
ances from their tax able income.

A compromise farm bill was 
ordered to the House floor and 
ex pected passage after a top-level 
political agreement to end the 
stalemate and to seek a compro­ 
mise of farm differences with the 
Senate. 
The result was expepted to pro­ 
vide the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion with much of what it has de­ 
manded in the way of lower price 
supports and more flexible man­ 
agement of the farm program. 
It would also forestall an im­ 
pending cut in cotton and rice 
acreage which Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson has said would be 
disastrous to farmers. 
T e x t i l e manufacturers faced 
higher cotton prices in the absence 
of legislation slashing government 
price supports for the fiber. They 
would benefit from a gradual low­ 
ering of support levels and a cor­ 
responding 
decrease 
in 
market 
prices for cotton. 'Thus, they have 
been among the strongest backers 
of a compromise.

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Britain Backs Ike’s Mideast Peace Plan 


Lloyd Gives 
Position At 
U.N. Session 


Expresses Sharp 
Disappointment At 
Russian's Speech 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) 
—Britain today welcomed Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's Middle East 
peace plan as a solid foundation J 
for “reconciling 
our points 
of 
view” and achieving constructive 
results. 
The British position was out­ 
lined by Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd before the emergency ses­ 
sion of the 81-nation General As­ 
sembly which was opened Wednes­ 
day by Eisenhower. 
While throwing 
Britain’s 
full 
support, behind the President’s six- 
point plan for bringing political 
and economic stability to the Mid­ 
dle East, Lloyd expressed sharp 
disappointment 
over 
the 
tone 
adopted by Soviet Foreign Minis­ 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko in the 
opening Soviet speech. 
Informed quarters said Britain 
and the United States were in 
close consultation on a resolution, 
dealing with part of the Eisenhow­ 
er program. This was understood 
to cover some political aspects, 
including the establishing of con­ 
ditions which would make pos­ 
sible the withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Lebanon and British troops 
from Jordan. 
Of Eisenhower's p r o p o s a l s , 
which includes a U N. police force 
to keep the peace in the Arab 
world, the economic aid program 
won widest initial support. Arab 
diplomats indicated privately they 
were impressed with it, although 
only Jordan — already heavily 
dependent on U.S. aid — gave it 
open endorsement. 
* Jordanian Delegate Monon Ri- 
fai told the Assembly Eisenhow­ 
er’s proposals “fill our hearts with 
hope and satisfaction.” 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, who followed Eisenhow­ 
er to the Assembly rostrum, said 
the economic aid program re­ 
quired careful consideration. He 
insisted, however, that first U.S. 
troops must get out of Lebanon 
and British forces must leave Jor­ 
dan. 
Gromyko on Tuesday submitted 
a resolution asking the withdraw­ 
als with U.N. observers to check 
up on them. The fourth and last 
speaker at Wednesday’s session, 
Foreign Minister Mahmoud Faw- 
ti of the United Arab Republic, 
endorsed the Soviet resolution, 
saying it was moderate and de­ 
served consideration. He made no 
comment on Eisenhower’s propos­ 
als. 
The subdued tone of Gromyko’s 
speech, like that of the Soviet 
resolution, surprised Asian and 
European 
diplomats.

pressed hope that the lack of fire­

Would Be Worst 
Disaster Of Single 
Commercial Plane 


SHANNON, Ireland (AP) - A 
KLM 
airliner with 99 persons 
aboard crashed off Ireland today, 
the Dutch airline announced. It 
said hope for survivors was slight. 
The Super Constellation was en­ 
route from Amsterdam via Shan­ 
non, with 91 passengers and 8 
crewmen. 
The deaths of all 99 aboard 
would make this the worst disas­ 
ter involving a single plane in the 
history of commercial aviation. 
Wreckage in the storm - swept 
Atlantic Ocean was sighted by the 
British Air Force. KLM gave the 
scene of the crash as 130 miles 
west of Ireland. 
It said ll of the 91 passengers 
were Dutch and the rest Ameri­ 
can, 
French, 
German, 
Israeli. 

There were 
several children aboard. 
Radio contact with the plane 
was lost several hours before the 
KLM spokesman’s statement. 
A Pan American Airways cargo 
plane reported it intercepted an 
SOS while en route westward 
across the 
Atlantic.

American plane was 450 miles 
east of Gander, Nfld., at the time 
—9:08 a.m. today. 
KLM officials at Amsterdam 
said the plane was an extra flight 
on the regularly scheduled No. 607 
run. 
The airliner was missing after a 
takeoff from Shannon bound far 
Gander, Nfld. Officials here were 
unable to say immediately just 
how far out over the Atlantic the 
plane 
was 
when 
contact 
was 
broken.

Argentina Takes Isle, 
Chile Dispute Deepens 
BUENOS AIRES 
UPI - Argen­ 
tina has occupied a tiny island 
near Cape Horn, deepening a dis­ 
pute with Chile. 
Chile’s armed forces were re­ 
portedly ordered into a state of 
readiness. 
An Argentine naval officer said 
28 m arines had landed on Snipe 
Island last Saturday from a de­ 
stroyer.

Presiden t Eisen hower’s outlin e of a plan 
to cool off the Middle East with econ omic 
In cen tiv e comes late, but better late than 
n ev er. 
His plan is a composite 
man y con struc­ 
tiv e ideas for helpin g the Arab world from 
the outside. Whether it will fare better than 
similar proposals by former Presiden t Tru­ 
man an d whether it will attract more in ter­ 
est than proposals by Eric John ston an d Sen . 
Hubert Humphrey of Min n esota is problem­ 
atic. On e of the mo^ recen t proposals was 
made by Sen . Jacob K. Jav its of New Yorlr. 
who recommen ded earlier this mon th that a 
Marshall Plan be set up for Middle Eastern 
dev elopmen t. 
\ 
The fresh thought in Mr. Eisen hower’s plan 
Is backin g by the Un ited Natitms, by the 
Arab states an d by the Sov iet Un ion as well 
as the Un ited States. Ev erybody would be 
un der the same Middle Eastern ten t, ev en 
Israel. 
It would be, in short, the region al fulfil­ 
men t of the U.N. aspiration of coi^rativ e 
security. By that token , un fortun ately, it will 
be subject to all the bittern ess that has made 
cooperativ e security shakier in the Middle 
East than an y other place on earth. 
There has been n o ev iden ce so far that 
Arab states can come to close an d lastin g 
agreemen t on an ythin g. Certain ly there has 
been n o ev iden ce that the con flict between 
the Arabs an d Israel can be quieted suf­ 
ficien tly to permit econ omic cooperation . 
Yet, withmit econ omic cooperation , political 
itorm an d strife must con tin ue in defin itely. 


Ev erybody will be a loser, an d some of the 
sev erest lo^es will fall on n ation s outside 
the Middle East that depen d heav ily on its 
oil resources. 
A’J these thin gs are recogn ized as truth 
both in side an d outside the Middle East. 
Presiden t Eisen hower merely has uttered 
them officially in the U.N. Gen eral Assembly, 
where they can be heard an d discussed. 
Italy has proposed the same thin g. Leban on 
has made a proposal to ease ten siwis by 
poolin g oil rev en ues so hav e-n ot coun tries 
might share ki the bon an za of the oil-wealthy 
gov ern men ts. It is too soon to forget that 
ten sion between the Un ited States an d Egypt 
dev eloped when Presiden t Nasser was told 
by Secretary of State Dulles that he could 
n ot coun t on U.S. he|? to build th e Aswan 
Dam. That irrigation an d power project, in 
turn , grew out of a proposal to div ert water 
from the Nile to the Sin ai pen in sula. 
The political fermen t buW)lin g in the Middle 
East can n ot be con sidered apart from its 
econ omic fermen t. Presiden t Eisen hower’s 
proposal, reflectin g man y prev ious proposals, 
is to subdue the political fermen t by stimu­ 
latin g the econ omic fermen t—an d to keep the 
political fermen t from gettin g out of con trol 
again with a perman en t U.N. riot squad of 
3,000 members an d a mon itor system to keep 
r 2d>ble-rousers at a distan ce un til the Middle 
East has learn ed what stability feels like. 
It is too bad it required a crisis to prompt 
a con structiv e proposal, but the cirsis also 
has giv en it an atten tiv e audien ce. Tlie same 
idea outlin ed prev iously by others had been 
ign ored. 


It’s A Round World After All! 


The fav wite pastime of armchair strate­ 
gists, n ow that n uclear-powered submarin es 
are poppin g up at the North Pole ev ery few 
days, is to explain their tremen dous military 
lign ifican ce. 
Due to the reticen ce of military spokesmen , 
who are sayin g n othin g, the armchair stra­ 
tegists are hav in g a field day. Their cen tral 
theme Is that n uclear - powered submarin es 
bearin g rockets with atomic warheads could 
lie hidden un der the ice almost in defin itely, 
poppin g up to lob their rockets in to “en emy” 
territory, then goin g back in to hidin g. It is 
a terrifyin g thought, because the “en emy” 
could do the same thin g. It’s a roun d world. 
If the strategists would muse about its 
roun dn ess lon g en ough, they could add still 
an other dimen sion to submarin e terror. They 
could thin k of a n uclear - powered submarin e 
goin g across the North Pole in still an other 
direction , n ow that the Skate has don e from 


the Atlan tic what the Nautilus had don e 
prev iously, from the Pacific. 
They could start in Hudson Bay an d go 
n orth un til they passed the North Pole, then 
go south to within a relativ ely short dis­ 
tan ce from Moscow,,v ia the Beren ts Sea an d 
the White Sea, which pen etrates deep in to 
the Sov iet Un ion . An d, the wwld bein g roun d, 
the Russian submarin ers could do the same 
thin g with equal facility. 
Or, if the en dless military strategizin g of 
bathtub admirals soun ds sterile, imagin e 
the possibilities of cargo submarin es doin g 
what already is bein g don e routin ely with 
lon g-ran ge airplan es on tran s-polar courses. 
Or go further an d imagin e that by 2000 AD 
cargo submarin es guided by remote con trol 
might ply back an d forth un der the polar 
Ice cap in depen den tly of weather an d war. 
It’s a roun d world after all — roun d in all 
direction s. 


It Would Be An Altering Grcumstance 


The easiest thin g to forget in efforts to 
follow day-by-day dev elopmen ts is two-thirds 
of a billion Chin ese un der Mao Tze-tun g, an d 
the hardest thin g to remember is that their 
gov ern men t, tl» Chin ese People’s Republic, 
Is still in a state of war with the Un ited 
Nation s, in cludin g the Sov iet Un ion . 
But the Chin ese People’s Republic is go­ 
in g to be in creasin gly hard to forget an d 
easy to remember in the mon ths immediately 
ahead There is ev ery good reason to believ e 
it is ready to assert itself again , more un ­ 
mistakably this time than it did in its attack 
on UN forces as they drew n ear the Yalu 
Riv er in Nov ember 1950. 
It must be as agreeably obv ious to the 
Chin ese Commun ists in Peipin g as it is dis­ 
agreeably obv ious to Chin ese Nation alists in 
Taipeh, on their islan d stron ghold of Taiwan , 
that time is the stron gest ally of the main ­ 
lan d Chin ese. 
Certain ly H must be obv ious to the U.S. 


The Once Over 


Van Cliburn , “pian o player of 1958,” has 
been permitted by the State Departmen t to 
appear with Russian Philharmon ic Orches­ 
tra in Brussels an d Osten d. Russia in v ited 
him. This mutual accord suggests that the 
Un ited Nation s might be ov erlookin g a bet 
in n ot in sistin g that he come back an d tin kle 
the keys durin g curren t emergen cy session . 
Van Cliburn is just about the on ly Free 
World human bein g for whom Sov iet smiles, 
cheers an d makes with prizes. 
He is the on ly American to whom Mos­ 
cow giv es the right time. The spectacle of 
Sov iet Un ion at a U.N. meetin g smilin g at 
an ybody an d exhibitin g n o distrust would be 
a terrific n ov elty. Maybe what the U.N. n eeds 
most is a pian o player. 


AT ANY PARTY a fellow who can play the 
pian o is a big help, especially when thin gs 
get troublesome. Man y a pian o player has 
brought peace when party was gettin g out of 
han d.

town that there is n o ev iden ce 
here in Rome — or in an y of 
the con tin en tal capitals — that an 
in tern ation al crime cartel exists. 
There is n o ev iden ce that the 
Mafia of Sicily has an y resem­ 
blan ce to what we call the Mafia 
back home. 
There is n o ev iden ce that the 
crime tycoon s of American labor 
racketeerin g, high - priced terror, 
big-time gamblin g, n arcotics smug­ 
glin g an d multi-billion dollar v ice 
retain an y power when they are 
deported to Italy.

The deportee, who raised man y 
a spree in Brooklyn , spen t his 
American dollars lav ishly an d a bit 
too promin en tly in Milan o. When 
he ran out of the foldin g stuff, he 
sen t word to his con tacts in the 
U.S. to brin g $8,000 in cash. That 
go^ a lon g way here.

Sure he 
can pay for muscle or offer a re­ 
ward for a tip on the thief.

If you’re the kin gpin of in tern a­ 
tion al crime, you don ’t n eed mon ey 
for this kin d of terror or en force­ 
men t. You just pass the word.

on ly real crimin al power rests in 
in corporated, big-time crime syn di­ 
cates operatin g in the U n i t e d 
States — an d n ot amon g the de­ 
ported.

WASHINGTON 
’This c o u n t r y has respon ded 
warmly to Presiden t Eisen hower’s 
proposals in the Un ited Nation s 
for Mideast peace. But gettin g ac­ 
tion on them by other coun tries— 
in or out of the U.N.—is somethin g 
else. 
This suggestion captured most 
atten tion : that an effort be made 
to see whether the Arab coun tries 
would agree to settin g* up a de­ 
v elopmen t organ ization to help 
their 
in dustry, 
farmin g, 
whter 
supply, health an d education . 
Eisen hower did n ot say this 
should be part of a U.N. program. 
He suggested the mon ey could be 
put up by the Un ited States, other 
coun tries which wan ted to take 
part, an d priv ate capital. The de­ 
v elopmen t organ ization would be 
run by the Arabs. 
It’s easy to see trouble ahead 
on this on e. 
Presiden t Nasser of the Un ited 
Arab Republic, who seems ben t on 
brin gin g all his Arab n eighbors 
un der this thumb, can do it easier 
if they’re wracked with discon ten t 
than if they see a bright future 
ahead. 
He can stall on this on e in the 
belief that time is on his side, 
an d giv en time he can capture his 
n eighbors. Then he might talk 
about a dev elopmen t organ isation , 
with him as boss. 
It’s doubtful the Sov iet Un ion 
would wan t in on this. Sov iet in ­ 
filtration in the Middle East is 
easier if the in div idual coun tries 
try to improv e their lot with So­ 
v iet help in man power, materials 
an d loan s. 
Further, Eisen hower limited his 
proposal to the Arab coun tries. 
This left Israel out, an omission 
which must hav e been deliberate. 
Eisen hower kn ows he’d almost 
certain ly n ot get Arab approv al 
for a dev elopmen t program in ­ 
cludin g Israel.

Yet, somehow in an y Mideast 
dev elopmen t plan Israel would 
hav e to be con sidered. For exam­ 
ple: in an y dev elopmen t of the 
Jordan Riv er. Perhaps Eisen how­ 
er has somethin g in min d for Is­ 
rael by itself, if the Arabs buy 
his dev elopmen t idea. 
Eisen hower also proposed steps 
again st in direct aggression — spe­ 
cifically broadcasts beamed from 
on e coun try in to a n eighbor’s re­ 
ceiv in g sets to in flame the people 
again st their gov ern men t. 
, The Presiden t didn ’t men tion 
Nasser on this on e. No doubt he 
had Nasser in min d. This idea al­ 
most certain ly will run in to oppo­ 
sition n ot on ly from Egypt but 
from the Sov iet Un ion , too. 
In an y discussion of a curb on 
broadcasts in to an other coun try — 
whether or n ot their purpose is 
subv ersion — the Sov iets would 
probably 
in sist 
that 
American 
broadcasts behin d the Iron Cur­ 
tain be stopped or mon itored. 
An other Eisen hower suggestion : 
that the U.N. take “action lookin g 
towards the creation of a stan dby 
U.N. police” to keep peace in the 
Middle East. Nasser, highly suc­ 
cessful so far with his pressure 
tactics, will hardly buy this on e. 
An d ev en Jordan ’s Kin g Hussein 
— so close to bein g thrown out — 
is cool to an y idea of a U.N. police 
force on an y Arab borders with 
Israel. 
This Eisen hower proposal seems 
destin ed to get the coldest shoulder 
from both Nasser an d the Sov iet 
Un ion : that the “n a t i o n s in ­ 
v olv ed in the 1948 hostilities (the 
Arab-Israel war) might approv e 
creation of a U.N. study to see 
what could be don e about con trol- 
in g the shipmen t of heav y arma­ 
men ts in to the area.” 
All in all — Eisen hower’s pro­ 
posals do n ot face clear sailin g. 


Critics of American foreign pol­ 
icy, both in side an d outside of the 
Democratic - con trolled Con gress, 
are hav in g a hard time bein g 
specific.

min ute-by-min ute reports of what 
an erratic Khrushchev plan s to 
do throughout the world. 
The ten den cy after ev ery crisis 
is to complain either that the in ­ 
telligen ce reports of the Un ited 
States were 
n ot 
adequate 
or 
timely, or that the Un ited States 
has failed somehow to checkmate 
Sov iet mov es in the world. 
Partisan politic: 
the hope 
for some adv an tageous issue from 
a political stan dpoin t un doubtedly 
are back of most of the criticism, 
expecially t h e mimeographed 
speeches an d statemen ts that flow 
aroun d the Democratic member­ 
ship of the Sen ate Foreign Rela­ 
tion s Committee. 
The doctrin e that “partisan ship 
en ds at the water’s edge,” 
an 
American tradition , seems to hav e 
been replaced by an attitude which 
says, in effect, that an y criticism 
of the Un ited States — ev en U 
the Sov iets pick it up for their 
own radio broadcastin g—is good 
sn ipin g in the game of politics- 
abov e-patriotism. 
There are, of course, some crit­ 
ics, in side an d outside Con gress, 
who are n ot tryin g to be partisan 
at all but who fin d themselv es 
baffled by world ev en ts to the 
poin t where they see on ly Ameri­ 
can surren der an d appeasemen t 
as the way out. 


THEY MISTAKENLY believ e it 
will prev en t American in v olv e­ 
men t in war. though history tells 
us a sure way to get in to war 
is to emphasize con stan tly your 
own weakn ess an d lack of resolute­ 
n ess. 
The main criticism seems to 
cen ter on the charge that the 
Un ited States should hav e fore­ 
seen the way thin gs hav e shaped 
up in the Middle East. Just how 
is n ev er made clear. 
But the idea most widely adv er­ 
tised is that the Un ited States 
should hav e taken Nasser un to its 
bosom an d loan ed him billion s for 
the Aswan Dam, ev en though he 
in dicated clearly beforehan d that 
he in ten ded to seize the Suez 
Can al an d secretly got arms from 
the Sov iets. 
Sometimes it is argued by the 
hin ifcight critics that the Western 
allies n ev er should hav e allowed 
the state of Israel to be created in 
the first place. 
This is a fav orite gripe, par­ 
ticularly ^ amon g some people who 
wan t to con tin ue to do busin ess 
with the Arab coun tries an d feel 
that it i.s expedien t to apologize 
con stan tly for America’s in terest 
in Israel. 
There n ev er seems to be an y 
in clin ation to search the real es­ 
tate titles in the Middle East an d 


to go back far en ough to dis­ 
cov er that the people of Israel 
may possibly hav e liv ed there lon g 
befiM-e the modern Arab n fon - 
archies or colon ies came in to 
bein g. 


WORLD WAR I took most of 
Asia Min or away from Turkey an d 
en abled some n ew republics an d 
mon archies amon g the Arabs to 
start up in busin ess. But simul­ 
tan eously Israel’s right to exist­ 
en ce as the Palestin ian homelan d 
was recogn ized in public declara­ 
tion s made by the foreign secre­ 
tary of Great Britain an d by the 
Presiden t of the Un ited States. 
The issue today isn ’t Israel, or 
Arabian supremacy, or colon ial­ 
ism, han dy as it may be to t(» s 
slogan s aroun d that reflect the 
prejudices of t h e in terested 
parties. 
The real issue in the world today 
is the same as it w ^ before 
World War I an d before World 
War II. 
It’s whether a sin gle power—an 
authoritarian gov ern men t an d dic­ 
tatorship — shall 
threaten 
the 
peaceful life of the free democ­ 
racies or true republics of our 
time. 
Most of the in tern ation al mis­ 
chief perpetrated in the Middle 
East, the Far East, an d in side 
Europe, Africa an d North an d 
South America — usually called 
“subv ersion ” or “in filtration ” — 
can be traced to an espion age ap­ 
paratus of worldwide proportion s 
fin an ced an d directed by the ev il 
men in the Kremlin . 


SOME OF THE CRITICS wan t a 
blueprir^ or an affidav it to this 
effect sign ed by Khrushchev be- 
.fore they’ll believ e it, although the 
in telligen ce reports a r e ov er­ 
whelmin g. 
Somie gullible critics still doubt 
that Iraq an d Leban on hav e been 
v ictimized by the Sov iet spy rin gs. 
They call it just “a people’s up­ 
risin g” when the kin g an d his 
family are murdered an d their 
bodies mutilated. 
What kin d of “Arab n ation al­ 
ism” is it that n ot on ly assassin ­ 
ates kin gs an d prime min isters 
but also drags through the streets 
the 
bodies 
of 
American s 
de­ 
liberately remov ed from their hotel 
an d killed? Wouldn ’t this be more 
realistically described as “Arab 
barbarism?” 
There is on ly on e way to keep 
the peace in the world. It would 
hav e sav ed us peffticipation in two 
world wars. 
It’s to build militarily a stron g 
allian ce with Western n ation s that 
believ e as we do, to say again an d 
again that force will be used to 
secure respect for our rights, an d 
to mean it. 
That’s the on ly positiv e policy 
America can pursue — to be ready 
to go to the “brin k of war” an d 
let the world kn ow it. But such 
a policy can n ot succeed if there’s 
in tern al disun ity an d if kibitzers 
deride firmn ess as “brin kman ­ 
ship” an d thus weaken the han d 
of their own gov ern men t. 
Criticism is helpful always when 
it is con structiv e an d there isn ’t 
an y difficulty recogn izin g when it 
is an d when it isn ’t. 
Un ity in side the Un ited States 
an d in side the Western Allian ce is 
worth as much militarily as man y 
div ision s qf troops.

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Construction Out Of Crisis 


President Eisenhower’s outline of a plan 
to cool off the Middle East with economic 


Incentive comes late, but better late than 
never. 


His plan is a composite of many construc­ 
tive ideas for helping the Arab world from 
the outside. Whether it will fare better than 
similar proposals by former President Tru­ 
man and whether it will attract more inter­ 
est than proposals by Erie Johnston and Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota is problem­ 
atic. One of the most recent proposals was 
made by Sen. Jacob K. Javits of New York\ 
who recommended earlier this month that a 
Marshall Plan be set up for Middle Eastern 
development. 
\ 


The fresh thought in Mr. Eisenhower’s plan 
is backing by the United Nations, by the 
Arab states and by the Soviet Union as well 
as the United States. Everybody would be 
under the same Middle Eastern tent, even 
Israel. 
It would be. in short, the regional fulfil­ 
ment of the U.N. aspiration of cooperative 
security. By that token, unfortunately, it will 
be subject to all the bitterness that has made 
cooperative security shakier in the Middle 
East than any other place on earth. 
There has been no evidence so far that 
Arab states can come to close and lasting 
agreement on anything. Certainly there has 
been no evidence that the conflict between 
the Arabs and Israel can be quieted suf­ 
ficiently to permit economic cooperation. 
Yet, without economic cooperation, political 
storm and strife must continue indefinitely. 


Everybody will be a loser, and some of the 
severest losses will fall on nations outside 
the Middle East that depend heavily on its 
oil resources. 
All these things are recognized as truth 
both inside and outside the Middle East. 
President Eisenhower merely has uttered 
them officially in the U.N. General Assembly, 
where they can be heard and discussed. 
Italy has proposed the same thing. Lebanon 
has made a proposal to ease tensions by 
pooling oil revenues so have-not countries 
might share bi the bonanza of the oil-wealthy 
governments. It is too soon to forget that 
tension between the United States and Egypt 
developed when President Nasser was told 
by Secretary of State Dulles that he could 
not count on U.S. help 
build the Aswan 
Dam. That irrigation and power project, in 
turn, grew out of a proposal to divert water 
from the Nile to the Sinai peninsula. 
The political ferment bubbling in the Middle 
East cannot be considered apart from its 
economic ferment. President Eisenhower’s 
proposal, reflecting many previous proposals, 
is to subdue the political ferment by stimu­ 
lating the economic ferment—and to keep the 
political ferment from getting out of control 
again with a permanent U.N. riot squad of 
3.000 members and a monitor system to keep 
rabble-rousers at a distance until the Middle 
East has learned what stability feels like. 
It is too bad it required a crisis to prompt 
a constructive proposal, but the cirsis also 
has given it an attentive audience. Hie same 
idea outlined previously by others had been 
ignored. 


It’s A Round World After All! 


The favorite pastime of armchair strate­ 
gists, now* that nuclear-powered submarines 
are popping up at the North Pole every few 
days, is to explain their tremendous military 
significance. 
Due to the reticence of military spokesmen, 
who are saying nothing, the armchair stra­ 
tegists are having a field day. Their central 
theme is that nuclear - powered submarines 
bearing rockets with atomic warheads could 
lie hidden under the ice almost Indefinitely, 
popping up to lob their rockets into ‘‘enemy’* 
territory, then going back into hiding. It is 
a terrifying thought, because the “enemy” 
could do the same thing. It’s a round world. 
If the strategists would muse about its 
roundness long enough, they could add still 
another dimension to submarine terror. They 
could think of a nuclear - powered submarine 
going across the North Pole in still another 
direction, now that the Skate has done from 


the Atlantic what the Nautilus had done 
previously from the Pacific. 
They could start in Hudson Bay and go 
north until they passed the North Pole, then 
go smith to within a relatively short dis­ 
tance from Moscow„ via the Berents Sea and 
the White Sea, which penetrates deep into 
the Soviet Union. And, the world being round, 
the Russian submariners could do the same 
thing with equal facility. 
Or, if the endless military strategizing of 
bathtub admirals sounds sterile, imagine 
the possibilities of cargo submarines doing 
what already is being done routinely with 
long-range airplanes on trans-polar courses. 
Or go further and imagine that by 2000 AD 
cargo submarines guided by remote control 
might ply back and forth under the polar 
ice cap independently of weather and war. 
It's a round world after all — round in all 
directions. 


It Would Be An Altering Grcumstance 


The easiest thing to forget in efforts to 
follow day-bv-day developments is two-thirds 
of a billion Chinese under Mao Tze-tung, and 
the hardest thing to remember is that their 
government, the Chinese People’s Republic, 
Is still in a state of war with the United 
Nations, including the Soviet Union. 
But the Chinese People’s Republic is go­ 
ing to be increasingly bard to forget and 
easy to remember in the months immediately 
ahead There is every good reason to believe 
it is ready to assert itself again, more un­ 
mistakably this time than it did in its attack 
on UN forces as they drew near the Yalu 
River in November 1950. 
It must be as agreeably obvious to the 
Chinese Communists in Peiping as it is dis­ 
agreeably obvious to Chinese Nationalists in 
Taipeh, on their island stronghold of Taiwan, 
that time is the strongest ally of the main­ 
land Chinese. 
Certainly it must be obvious to the U.S. 


The Once Over 


Van Cliburn, “piano player of 1958.’* bae 
been permitted by the State Department to 
appear with Russian Philharmonic Orches­ 
tra in Brussels and Ostend. Russia invited 
him. This mutual accord suggests that the 
United Nations might be overlooking a bet 
in not insisting that he come back and tinkle 
the keys during current emergency session. 
Van Cliburn is just about the only Free 
World human being for whom Soviet smiles, 
cheers and makes with prizes. 
He is the only American to whom Mos­ 
cow gives the right time. The spectacle of 
Soviet Union at a U.N. meeting smiling at 
anybody and exhibiting no distrust would be 
a terrific novelty. Maybe what the U.N. needs 
most is a piano player. 


AT ANY PARTY a fellow who can play the 
piano is a big help, especially wlien things 
get troublesome. Many a piano player has 
brought peace when party was getting out of 
hand. 
Looking over records, we find no pianists 
among the delegations to world’s peace or­ 
ganization. This could be its big weakness. 
There are some obious trumpet players 
and quite a few bass drum thumpers and 
expert * at fiddling. 
(Russians

harpists but everybody knows it is impos­ 
sible to make 
their kind of

harps.) 


VAN CLIBURN is an “atomic pianist.” He 
makes with an atomic piano. He moves 
Russians. His intercontinental piano could be 
the very weapon to end suspicion and hatred. 
He might bring an agreement to beat both 
swords and plow shares into grand pianos. 
The current General Assembly session is 
off to the standardized routine of abusive 
behavior. Its ambassadors, statesmen, ex­ 
presidents, philosophers, piccolo players, imi­ 
tators (rf bird calls, ex-senators, gymnasts 
and former w’restlers seem pretty powerless 
to bring peace and friendships. 
Get Van Cliburn back from the Russian 


State Department, which again has stated it 
has no intention of recognizing the People’s 
Republic but will continue to recognize the 
government on Taiwan headed by Chiang 
Kai-shek, that time is favoring the gov­ 
ernment in Peiping. 
Eventually, the Nationalist government will 
have to assert itself or collapse for lack of 
support. The Communist government 
can 
choose between waiting for the latter or 
hastening a collapse by launching an all- 
out attack that would immediately involve the 
United States and might very well ruin the 
Nationalist Chinese in the name of pre­ 
serving them. 
If anything did happen to Nationalist China, 
it would be next to impossible to maintain 
the current arrangement whereby the gov­ 
ernment of two-thirds of a billion Chinese is 
not recognized by the United States because 
it already has recognized the government of 
a scant IO million.

FRASCATI, Italy

The government of Italy will tell 
us to stop dumping America’s 
mobsters over their land, which is 
free of all but petty crime. 
The Frascati hood was Joe Doto, 
also known to America’s diamond­ 
ed gentry as Joe Adonis, 
the 
dreaded Mr. A who ran Murder, 
Inc. 
The U.S. dumped him here on 
Jan. 3, 1956. Mr. A is one of sev­ 
eral hundred thugs who left Italy 
when he was a kid.

police work There is the story of 
the theft of $8,000 in American cash 
from Joe Adonis in the Casa Mis­ 
souri hotel in Milano. The local 
hoods took Adonis four months 
ago like Mr. A took yokels years 
ago in a piazza called Brooklyn. 
Adonis, like that other fellow of

Rough Sailing Ahead

WASHINGTON 
This c o u n t r y has responded 
warmly to President Eisenhower’s 
proposals in the United Nations 
for Mideast peace. But getting ac­ 
tion on them by other countries— 
in or out of the U.N.—is something 
else. 
This suggestion captured most 
attention: that an effort be made 
to see whether the Arab countries 
would agree to setting up a de­ 
velopment 
organization 
to 
help 
their 
industry, 
farming, 
whter 
supply, health and education. 
Eisenhower did 
not say 
this 
should be part of a U.N. program. 
He suggested the money could be 
put up by the United States, other 
countries which wanted to take 
part, and private capital. The de­ 
velopment organization would be 
run by the Arabs. 
Ifs easy to see trouble ahead 
on this one. 
President Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic, who seems bent on 
bringing all his Arab neighbors 
under this thumb, can do it easier 
if they’re wracked with discontent 
than if they see a bright future 
ahead. 
He can stall on this one in the 
belief that time is on his side, 
and given time he can capture his 
neighbors. Then he might talk 
about a development organization, 
with him as boss. 
It’s doubtful the Soviet Union 
would want in on this. Soviet in­ 
filtration in the Middle East is 
easier if the individual countries 
try to improve their lot with So­ 
viet help in manpower, materials 
and loans. 
Further, Eisenhower limited his 
proposal to the Arab countries. 
This left Israel out, an omission 
which must have been deliberate. 
Eisenhower 
knows 
he’d 
almost 
certainly not get Arab approval 
for a development program in­ 
cluding Israel. 


Yet, somehow in any Mideast 
development 
plan 
Israel 
would 
have to be considered. For exam­ 
ple: in any development of the 
Jordan River. Perhaps Eisenhow­ 
er has something in mind for Is­ 
rael by itself, if the Arabs buy 
his development idea. 
Eisenhower also proposed steps 
against indirect aggression — spe­ 
cifically broadcasts beamed from 
one country into a neighbor’s re­ 
ceiving sets to inflame the people 
against their government. 
The President didn’t mention 
Nasser on this one. No doubt he 
had Nasser in mind. This idea al­ 
most certainly will run into oppo­ 
sition not only from Egypt but 
from the Soviet Union, too. 
In any discussion of a curb on 
broadcasts into another country — 
whether or not their purpose is 
subversion — the Soviets would 
probably 
insist 
that 
American 
broadcasts behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain be stopped or monitored. 
Another Eisenhower suggestion: 
that the U.N. take “action looking 
towards the creation of a standby 
U.N. police” to keep peace in the 
Middle East. Nasser, highly suc­ 
cessful so far with his pressure 
tactics, will hardly buy this one. 
And even Jordan’s King Hussein 
— so close to being thrown out — 
is cool to any idea of a U.N. police 
force on any Arab borders with 
Israel. 
This Eisenhower proposal seems 
destined to get the coldest shoulder 
from both Nasser and the Soviet 
Union: that the “n a t i o n s in­ 
volved in the 1948 hostilities (the 
Arab-Israel war) might approve 
creation of a U.N. study to see 
what could be done about control­ 
ing the shipment of heavy arma­ 
ments into the area.” 
All in all — Eisenhower’s pro­ 
posals do not face clear sailing.

Partisan politic; fad the hope 
for some advantageous issue from 
a political standpoint undoubtedly 
are back of most of the criticism, 
expecially 
t h e 
mimeographed 
speeches and statements that flow 
around the Democratic member­ 
ship of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. 
The doctrine that “partisanship 
ends at the water’s edge,” 
an 
American tradition, seems to have 
been replaced by an attitude which 
says, in effect, that any criticism 
of the United States — even if 
the Soviets pick it up for their 
own radio broadcasting—is good 
sniping in the game of politics- 
above-patriotism. 
There are, of course, some crit­ 
ics, inside and outside Congress, 
who are not trying to be partisan 
at all but who find themselves 
baffled by world events to the 
point where they see only Ameri­ 
can surrender and appeasement 
as the way out. 


THEY MISTAKENLY believe It 
will prevent American 
involve­ 
ment in war, though history tells 
us a sure way to get into war 
is to emphasize constantly your 
own weakness and lack of resolute­ 
ness. 
The main criticism seems to 
center on the charge 
that 
the 
United States should have fore­ 
seen the way things have shaped 
up in the Middle East. Just how 
is never made clear. 
But the idea most widely adver­ 
tised is that the United 
States 
should have taken Nasser unto its 
bosom and loaned him billions for 
the Aswan Dam, even though he 
indicated clearly beforehand that 
he intended to seize the Suez 
Canal and secretly got arms from 
the Soviets. 
Sometimes it is argued by the 
hindsight critics that the Western 
allies never should have allowed 
the state of Israel to be created in 
the first place. 
This is a favorite gripe, par­ 
ticularly among some people who 
want to continue to do business 
with the Arab countries and feel 
that it is expedient to apologize 
constantly for America’s interest 
in Israel. 
There never seems to be any 
inclination to search the real es­ 
tate titles in the Middle East and 


to go back far enough to dis­ 
cover that the people of Israel 
may possibly have lived there long 
before the modern Arab rrfex­ 
archies or colonies came into 
being. 


WORLD WAR I took most of 
Asia Minor away from Turkey and 
enabled some new republics and 
monarchies among the Arabs to 
start up in business. But simul­ 
taneously Israel’s right to exist­ 
ence as the Palestinian homeland 
was recognized in public declara­ 
tions made by the foreign secre­ 
tary of Great Britain and by the 
President of the United States. 
The issue today isn’t Israel, or 
Arabian supremacy, or colonial­ 
ism, handy as it may be to toss 
slogans around that reflect the 
prejudices 
of 
t h e 
interested 
parties. 
The real issue in the world today 
is the same as it 
was 
before 
World War I and before World 
War II. 
It’s whether a single power—an 
authoritarian government and dic­ 
tatorship — shall 
threaten 
the 
peaceful life of the free democ­ 
racies or true republics of our 
time. 
Most of the international mis­ 
chief perpetrated in the Middle 
East, the Far East, and inside 
Europe, Africa and North and 
South 
America — usually called 
“subversion” or “infiltration” — 
can be traced to an espionage ap­ 
paratus of worldwide proportions 
financed and directed by the evil 
men in the Kremlin. 


SOME OF THE CRITICS want a 
blueprint or an affidavit to this 
effect signed by Khrushchev be- 
. fore they’ll believe it, although the 
intelligence reports a r e over­ 
whelming. 
Some gullible critics still doubt 
that Iraq and Lebanon have been 
victimized by the Soviet spy rings. 
They call it just “a people’s up­ 
rising” when the king and 
his 
family are murdered and their 
bodies mutilated. 
What kind of “Arab 
national­ 
ism” is it that not only assassin­ 
ates kings and prime 
ministers 
but also drags through the streets 
the 
bodies 
of 
Americans 
de­ 
liberately removed from their hotel 
and killed? Wouldn’t this be more 
realistically described as “Arab 
barbarism?” 
There is only one way to keep 
the peace in the world. It would 
have saved us participation In two 
world wars. 
It’s to build militarily a strong 
alliance with Western nations that 
believe as we do, to say again and 
again that force will be used to 
secure respect for our rights, and 
to mean it. 
That’s the only positive policy 
America can pursue — to be ready 
to go to the “brink of war” and 
let the world know it. But such 
a policy cannot succeed if there’* 
internal disunity and if kibitzers 
deride firmness 
as 
“ brinkman­ 
ship” and thus weaken the hand 
of their own government. 
Criticism is helpful always when 
it is constructive and there isn’t 
any difficulty recognizing when it 
is and when it isn’t. 
Unity inside the United States 
and inside the Western Alliance is 
worth as much militarily as many 
divisions of troops.

Sam Rayburn (D-Tex), who earli­ 
er declared there would be no new 
farm bill in the House after two 
defeats and a presidential veto of 
farm proposals this year. 
Republican overtures were ac­ 
cepted by House Democratic lead­ 
ers, however, and Rayburn an­ 
nounced he was calling up at to­ 
day’s session a bill which he said 
“everybody will support." 
In the Senate, Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field (D-Mont) said that without 
an agreement cotton state sena­ 
tors would keep Congress in ses­ 
sion “until hell freezes over." 
Sen. George Aiken (R-Vt) said 
he doubted that the House com­ 
promise version would be com­ 
pletely acceptable to the Senate 
and would have to go to confer­ 
ence for adjustment of differences. 
But he said there were no insur­ 
mountable difficulties. 
The compromise announced by 
Rayburn differed only in minor 
degree from the bill killed by the 
House less than two weeks ago. 
It would forestall sharp acreage 
cuts in cotton and rice next year, 
provide for a gradual lowering of 
support levels during 1959 and 
1960, and give Benson a flexible 
price support range between 90 
and 65 per cent of parity.

present. 
The excise tax measure would 
give whisky distillers an addition­ 
al 12 years to retain their whisky 
stocks in bonded warehouses be­ 
fore being required to pay the 
$10.50 a gallon alcohol tax. The 
“forceout" period would be ex­ 
tended from 8 to 20 years. 
It also would ease the present 
IO per cent admissions tax to ex­ 


empt from tax all admissions less 
than $1. Although aimed chiefly 
at relief for movie houses, the 
provisions would also apply to 
such things as ball games but not 
to horse or dog racing tracks. 
This provision would cost 21 mil­ 
lion dollars a year in revenue. 
The conferees kept in the bill 
a House-passed provision to ex­ 
empt parochial schools and other 
nonprofit educational institutions 
from payment of excise taxes on 
such things as school buses and 
communication bills.

The 71-y ear-old Hall of Famer 
think s the modern era of athletes 
breeds a p retty good crop but he 
adds that the old timers were 
more aggressive, and had more 
initiative will to win and devotion 
to their work . 
“I realize we are in a different 
era today ,” the remark ably erect, 
alert and rugged-look ing Georgia 


p each said in a recent visit to 
New York to attend an old timers’ 
game at Yank ee Stadium, 
‘‘the 
home run now reigns sup reme. 
The brainy , old-fashioned ty p e of 
p lay has given way to the slug­ 
ging, swing-from-the-heels craze. 
“I still insist there is room for 
more inside bseball, such as the 
bunt, the hit-and-run and the stol 
en base. These tactics have been 
almost comp letely discarded.

We won many a ball 
game that way .” 
Cobb stole the amazing total of 
96 bases one y ear. That’s still the 
record. How did he do it? He was 
fast but not a sp eed demon.

It’s the p lay ers’ own fault they 
get hit so often, Cobb contended. 
“They ’re all swinging from the 
heels,” he said, ‘‘with their legs 
sp read as far ap art as they can.
